(October 4, 2005) incorporates the subject matter of previous claim 4, which was indicated as 
being allowable if rewritten in independent form. Particularly, the prior art of record fails to 
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explicitly show or fairly suggest the combination of elements of claim 1 including the double 
moving bellows forming a hermetic space and having a sectional surface of a doughnut shape, 
wherein the moving bellows is extended and contracted by amount of inner air of the hermetic 
space. Although a bellows (or a plurality of separate bellows) are used as an actuator in the prior 
art (note 154 of Figure 19 of Wendlandt ('477)) 5 there is not explicitly teaching or suggestion in 
this or any other prior art of record to use the double moving bellows structure as claimed in 
claim 1. Therefore, claim 1 is allowable.
